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The  most  noticeable  point  in  this  statement  is  the 
number  of  persons  admitted  to  Hospital  as  In-Patients. 
These  show  an  increase  of  no  over  those  treated  in  the 
wards  in  1926,  and  the  daily  average  of  In-Patients  through 
the  year  has  been  54  5  against  50’3. 

To  find  space  for  these  increasing  numbers  has  been  a 
grave  problem,  and  their  admission  has  only  been  made 
possible  through  a  re-arrangement  of  the  wards  and  the 
addition  of  new  beds  and  cots,  By  the  great  generosity  of 
the  Mustard  Club,  not  only  were  the  new  beds  and  cots 
provided  without  charge  to  the  Hospital,  but  the  whole  of 
the  beds  throughout  were  replaced  by  new  ones. 

The  Board  are  glad  to  report  that  the  General  Nursing 
Council,  after  a  visit  of  inspection  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  have  recognised  provisionally  the  Hospital  as 
a  full  Training  School  for  Nurses.  Hitherto  it  has  been  an 
Affiliated  School  only,  and  the  probationers  had  to  take  six 
months  training  in  a  recognised  Training  School.  This 
was  satisfactory  neither  to  the  Board,  who  always  had  two 
Probationers  away,  nor  to  the  Nurses  themselves,  who 
preferred  continuous  training  in  their  own  Hospital.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  four  of  the  Probationers  have  passed  the 
Preliminary  Examination  under  the  General  Nursing 
Council,  and  one  has  passed  her  Final  Examination.  The 
thanks  of  the  Board  are  again  due  to  the  Members  of  the 
Hon.  Medical  Staff,  the  House  Surgeons  and  the  Matron, 
for  the  care  which  they  have  given  to  the  preparation  of 
the  Probationers  for  their  Examinations. 


Both  the  Rontgen  Ray  Department  and  the  Ultraviolet 
Ray  Clinic  have  been  of  very  great  value,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  latter  a  new  instrument,  more  rapid  in  its  action  and 
capable  of  treating  more  patients  at  one  time,  has  been 
purchased  and  proved  itself  most  useful. 
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The  Board  have  made  a  re-valuation  of  the  buildings 
and  contents  for  the  purpose  of  the  Fire  Insurance,  and  a 
new  policy  has  been  taken  out  more  closely  in  correspon¬ 
dence  with  their  present  day  value. 

The  New  Hospital. 

The  steadily  increasing  number  of  patients  awaiting  ad¬ 
mission  and  the  consequent  need  of  an  increase  of  nursing 
and  domestic  staff,  have  impressed  on  the  mind  of  the  Board 
more  and  more  the  necessity  of  further  accommodation  for 
patients.  As  suggested  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  they 
have  come  clearly  to  the  conclusion  that  as  soon  as  funds 
permit  a  new  Hospital  must  be  built,  and  they  have  already 
after  much  consideration  of  possible  sites,  entered  into 
negotiations  with  the  Corporation.  The  Council  have  met 
the  Board  in  a  most  friendly  spirit  and  a  site  of  5  acres 
near  the  Woodlands  Estate  on  the  Scalby  Road  has  been 
procured.  Various  Committees  have  been  appointed  and 
the  problem  of  appealing  for  funds  is  being  proceeded  with.
